H. 
Tracy of the dairy departm ent of the 
University of Illinois explained the dif­ 
ferent steps In the sampling and test­ 
ing of cream by this m ethod: 
1. The cream can is weighed. 
2. The cream is well mixed and a 
sample Is taken In a clean, dry, glass 
sample ja r which is placed In worm 
w ater to break up any lumps that may 
be present. 
3. T he cream can Is emptied nnd 
after being Inverted over a steam Jet 
to remove the adhering cream, it is 
reweighed to obtain the net weight. 
4. 
A cream test bottle which Is 
clean and frog from moisture on the 
outside is then placed on the cream 
scales which are carefully balanced. 
5. 
Nine grams of the well mixed 
sample are weighed out, care being 
taken not to spill any of the cream on 
the outside of the bottle. 
The pipette 
used in handling the cream should he 
clean and dry or else well rinsed with 
the cream to he tested. 
6. 
Enough sulphuric acid (usually 
about 9 cubic centim eters) is added 
until the contents of the bottle come 
to the shoulder. 
7. The bottle is placed in a centri­ 
fuge and whirled five minutes. 
8. Enough w ater is added to bring 
the fat well up into the neck of the 
bottle. 
9. The bottle Is then whirled two 
minutes. 
10. If a steam tester Is used the fest 
may be read directly from the m a­ 
chine. 
If either an electric or hand 
tester is used, the bottle should he 
placed In a hot bath having a tem ­ 
perature of 135-140 degrees Fahrenheit 
for five minutes. 
T h ’S is very impor­ 
tant as a bottle real cold will reduce 
the test % to I % per cent. 
11. 
Glymol (a red-colored oil) Is 
then carefully added to the top of the 
fat column tyni the reading made. 
When the test is properly conducted 
the fat column will he of a deep straw 
color, clean and free from burnt p ar­ 
ticles or curd.

W here a steam tester Is used, at 
least ten minutes will he required to 
finish the test.

“Almost without excep­ 
tion, the experiments show a reduction 
in the w ater requirement, accompany­ 
ing the use of fertilizers. In highly pro­ 
ductive soils, this reduction amounts 
to only a small percentage. 
In poor 
soils the water-requireinent may be 
reduced one-half or even two-thirds by 
the addition of fertilizers. 
Often the 
high water-requirement is due to de­ 
ficiency of a single plant food element. 
As the supply of such element ap­ 
proaches exhaustion the rate of growth 
is greatly reduced, but no correspond­ 
ing change occurs in the rate of tran s­ 
piration. 
The result is Inevitably a 
high water-requirement." 
The fundamental principle here In­ 
volved, especially emphasizes the Im­ 
portance of soil treatm ent as a means 
of increasing production in dry sea­ 
sons. 


Joint Chinch-Bug Cam paign 


A joint 
campaign 
against chinch 
hugs is to be waged in vt he states of 
Illinois and Indiana, according to plans 
laid at a conference held at Danville. 
At the conference were Prof. J. G. 
Hackleman of the crops departm ent 
and Prof. W. P. Flint of the entomol­ 
ogy departm ent of the University of 
Illinois, and Profs. W. A. O strander 
and .1. II. Davis of the crops and en­ 
tomology departments, respectively, of 
Purdue university. 
Chinch bugs have been increasing in 
abundance, and the area of infestation 
enlarging in Illinois and Indiana, and 
the present indications are that the 
hugs will continue to be abundant. 
F an n ers in certain areas are discuss­ 
ing cropping problems in relation to 
chinch bug control, particularly the 
advisability of limiting the acreages 
of small grains. 
It was the opinion 
of those who have been studying the 


I chinch hug problem that it is imprac­ 
tical to eliminate the growing of wheat, 
this opinion being based on observa­ 
tions where such practices have been 
attem pted in areas previously infested. 
I On the other hand barley is more sus- 
! ceptible to intestation and is always 
more severely injured aud therefore 
where chinch hugs are abundant it 
i is unwise to continue growing barley. 
It was agreed that reducing the grow­ 
ing of grass crops to a practical mini­ 
mum and increasing the legume acre­ 
age would have a marked influence 
on chinch hug control in tin? future. 
In the infested areas in Illinois the 
growing of resistant strains of corn 
has given good results and there is 
strongly recommended.

bugs hibernate in protected 
places, such as along the south and

Real Old Timer, Still Rich Producer, 
Operated in Burma by a brit 
ish Corporation. 


Worked by the Chinese as early as 
1412 A. D., the famous Bawdwin mines 
in upper Burma, near the Chinese bor­ 
der, are now classed among the most 
rem arkable modern silver-lead mines 
by a w riter in the Engineering aud 
Mining Journal-Press of New York. 
Tile mines now operated by the Bur­ 
ma Mines company, a British corpora 
“Hon were probably the scene of tile 
world’s first successful lead-smelting 
operations. 
The article describes the 
methods of mining and smelting tile 
ore by the Chinese long before the 
white man ever saw the property, 
lu 
spite of the fact that they had no 
powder, the patient orientals drove 12 
to lo miles of tunnels and mined more 
than a million tons of rich silver ore. 
Bawdwin 
was once a prosperous 
Chinese colony, with a population of 
20,000 as evidenced by records and re­ 
mains of temples, mosques, theaters 
and the public buildings and bridges 
and the thousands of graves that cov­ 
er the hillside. 
It is generally supposed, on account 
of various discoveries and inscriptions 
found in the neighborhood, thut Bawd- 
win formed a penal settlement for the 
Chinese government. The entire work­ 
ings are surrounded by many miles i*f 
entrenchm ents that parallel the moun­ 
tain ridges. 
The 
present 
Chinese-Shan 
miners 
claim that soldiers lived in these en­ 
trenchments, and it is believed that 
the ones on the adjacent side of the 
mountains were to guard and keep in 
the prisoners, and that those on the 
opposite side were for the purpose of 
repelling attacks from wild marauding 
native tribes. 
The Chinese worked the mines for 
sifver alone, as the lead and zinc were 
evidently of no value to them. 
The 
hill containing the ore body is riddled 
with adits, the majority of which are 
so small that the ordinary European 
is compelled to get down on his hands 
and knees to pass through the tortu­ 
ous workings. 
Nearly all these adits 
are on slight downward decline, prob­ 
ably 
to 
facilitate 
ventilation. 
The 
methods of smelting the ore are in 
many respects similar to the opera 
tions of today, except that the fur 
naves were dug into the side hill and 
were inclosed with walls of rock and 
mud. Metallurgists who have examined 
the old slag dumps are astonished at 
tin1 evident 
success of the Chinese 
smelting; operations by which prob­ 
ably 40.000,000 ounces of silver was 
recovered.

With this thought in mind, he has 
determined, in spite of any eventuality 
short of a national emergency, to avoid 
an extra session of the Sixty-eighth 
congress, which comes into power on 
March 4.

Thus the country will have a rest 
throughout the spring, summer and 
fall. 
Too Much Legislation. 
Business interests of the nation have 
Impressed upon the ITesident that this 
Is just what they need. They declare 
the country has been surfeited with 
legislation. 
Congress has been in vir­ 
tually c<»ntinuous session since the ad­ 
vent of the Wilson administration. 
During these ten years, with a re­ 
currence of new tax and tariff laws
